jifariaken." Yet tlieJung-Frau stands serenely 
before this modish town, holding ever before 
(he denizens of tile woild of fashion, a glory 
Whlell dot's not change. Morning kindles this 
idtar before thorn, and evening lights her fires 
there till It scams ta if the golden gates of 
Heaven were ajar and somwf the glory shining 
through. 


And greener mountains stretch away on 


either side to tlie lovely lakes of Tlmn and 
Breiii!!—»nd pleasant roads wind away fiom the 
world of fashion to the vrorld of natuie. If you 
take Hie one tliat leads to tlie little hamlet of 
Goldswyl and climb up to the rains of the an- 
cient churchwhich crowns the height, a won- 
drous picture will reward you. The left side 
of the valley looks-shadowy and cold: on the 
right, the siiow-crpwtied po'iiU alone glitter In 
the sunshine.

The herds are tliere for their sum- 
mer pasture. Or yom may hoar the evening bell 
from Hiugonburg iinnouiici'ng to the herdsmen 
that it is time lo call home .tlieir sraittercd 
(locks. Ooats, us licet anil beautiful as chamois, 
bound at tho call, each with a'bcU on tho nock 
making music as they go," Gouts unlike tills 
dusty, ragged 'specimens in the stony suburbs 
of our cJMcs at home, wandering, in melancholy 
niood nboufc the Irish shanties, and ;browsing 
appun:ntly upon bits-of ncwspapur—-but silkcn- 
liaii-ctl, mild-eyed creatures, waiting for caresses 
with almost • human f'omlnusH, knowing their 
master's voice and obeying- it,. Surely goats 
arc only prose chamois, or chamois are the po- 
etical ideal .goat. 
Oiiu.or two boys, called 


" Geis-bue,"fis,si)mblc all tho goats of the village 
every, morning early and lead thorn up to fresh 
Alpine pastures-before tlic dew is off the grass, 
to; browse for the. day. At twilight they are 
gathered together aiul. come back, joyfully 
bounding and ringing their l^lls, as if to say, 
"Here we are again, boys"—taking sly bltes.of 
herbage.over garden fences as they go by, aa if 
to decide tlie merits of cultivated forage [as 
compsircti to wild—going wisely,dpw.n their own 
lanes to their own homes, to be welcomed by 
the pbor families whose help and nourishment' 
they ..afford,- 
...-?-.- 
,....' 


But from the lil-tle summit over Goldswyl 


one sees another lake—a sort of phenomena— 
a tiny lake v-ith no outlet* or inlet—a qtiiet," 
dark mirror for .the dank vegetation about it. 
its waters are said t<i lie of equal density with 
those of me ocean. Great :n»cks aud immense 
crevices lurk under their'black'calm. The im- 
prudent who trust its treacherous quiet and 
try a bath here, are said to find suddenly the 
solid earth'melting beneath their feet, and they 
sink to a horrible death even among the pond- 
lilies, with their sorceress smiling as serenely 
as ever—for this hike is, according to tradition, 
unfathomable. 


But for a union of all Alpine'beauties the 


Laiitci-bruuncTi valley and Gunndclwald. aie 
celebrated. Lautarbrunnon, with its water- 
falls, hns been painted and photographed with- 
out end. 'There is the Staubauh, blown abo'ut in 
the wind like a gossamer veil. Byroa says :

The Glesbach—the Bricnss lion—rusbes tu- 


nnltuously down, its bright foaming torrents 
framed in green lir-trcos, while the Staubach 
waves like a gentle mist in the softest breeze. 
The Schmiulribach rushes out clean from a; 
.liuuor,-then down with a roar for 200 fyet. one 
voluhie of ponderous '-water and, rebounding 
foaml "Ail along the valley fulls the streams 
fi-omtlic rock's; so 'it'.U-called.'•"La'uterbrun- 
nen,"'" all streams." Then tliere arc massive 
•gladcrs, blue in the light of the morning—gray 
mountain g'uiuts, lifting their snow-crowned 
heads— pine forests and mountain cataracts— 
peaceful villages ami green pastures—and now 
aud then glimpses through forest 'openings of 
one of those sublime pictures which Alpine na- 
ture'alone can present—a marshaling of moun- 
"tain-nioiiarehs—the Eigdiy the Mondv the 
Jung-Frans " virgin snows," and others. Tlie 
beauties of Laulcrbrunnen are thus sung by 
one of their own poets:

Instead of the 
deference to parents and reverence for age, we 
once saw «nd thought so beautiful in youth, 
yon •will'-hear this young representative of the 
age speak of his futher as the governor, the boss, 
or the old maij: of bis mother as the old wo- 
man, or more likely, the old girl—end of men, 
without regard" to age-or station, "the old fel- 
low," " old boss." At six he smokes; at eight 
he ^ehews, and !at ten he can take his glass of 
lager very fi'eely, and is initiated iu all the slang 
of the drinking saloon, the jockey club, and the 
prize ring, and is well on the road of a very fast 
young man. 
The little baby-miss also learns 


that she Is i very {jut young lady, and destined 
to create a sensation in the world. Add to this 
the display of dress in which our children are 
tucked out; and her vanity is soon e,xeited to 


ing rich. He cannot tulj.e time to enjoy his 
pleasant little home in the country, just now,, 
but after while, when he lias added this field 
and that section to the present possession—then 
he will retire and take life more easily.

Special trains ore run 
for their accommodation, and n contest for seats 
is tlw general ami vexatious rule. The special 
train to the city on lost -Monday'morning com- 
prised fourteen ears with about eight 'hundred 
passengers. 
The'., regular train; of Saturday 


afUsrnuon last liad seventeen cars, ail fille<l with 
men. women and children who were glad to 
escape the city's languishing heat and dull 
'monotonies, to breathe the invigorating air for 
a few midsummer -hours, and enjoy in quiet the 
sight and sound of tlio ocean, whose cooling 
bi«e;ieH and refreshing suit' restore the languid 
nature. And thus it is. week after week during 
the summer days, year after year. 


With tlicse simple facts in view one can 


imagine what Atlantic City does for Philadel- 
phia^- the reverse, for the advantages, though 
different, arc reciprocal. This place and t!«|>e 
May are the twin invigomtors of city life.

A GLANOE AT THE WEST. 


ItY JONAS WKUSTKIt. 


Mi:. EnrroM:—I am entii-cly unused to letter 


writing, and but a limited traveller, but o&I am 
a Hie-long resident, though an obscure one, of 
this quiet little borough which is henceforth to 
be the scene of your labors,.perhaps some of 
your readers may.caro to'peruse liiy unpretend- 
ing recital of what I saw in iny one trip. 


It is unnecessary for me to toll you that right 


here, in this town, which lias for many years 
been supposed by ail outside of it who were 
cognizant of its existence, to have passed into a 
more than Van Winkle sleep—I say right here, 
one can take a seat in a palace-car, furnishing 
at onee the comforts of a parlor and bed-room, 
fora continuous rfcle-through several States, 
and with the closest connections to nil parts of 
the country, intercepted only by the Pacific bii 
the west or the Gulf on the south, 


Having, through the influence of a near rela- 


tive who was an employee of the great P. R. R. 
Co., procured a jwss to Oinnlui, and being un- 
aware tliat the railroad fare was the smallest 
item in one's travelling expenses, one fine day, 
early iu the spring of 1872,1 stepped into a 
Pullman o;ir at Bristol station,-'at eight minutes 
past twelve o'clock, without any definite idea of 
where 1 should go, or when return. I sat re- 
viewing the costly outfit of the cars, ami reflect- 
ing upon the disinterested generosity of that 


iniwny, who, in their solicitation for the com- 


fort of their travelling guests, had made such 
lavish expenditures, when my Illusions were 
rudely ^Hspelled by a request for five /dollars 
from a man wearing a military cap bearing the 
brazen letters "P. P. C. Co." Wliat those let- 
ters indicated, or what authority said individual 
bad to demand five dollars from me I did not 
know, liut I soon saw that 1 should .either be 
compelled to leave my luxurious 'apartment for 
a seat in a less pretentious car or submit to be 
fleeced. So I pocketed the outrage and the 
conductor, pocketed iny live • .dollars, and we 
went along. Down to Frankford, and around 
to Mantua, caring nothing for Philadelphia, (for 
what Js it but a suburb.to Bristol), and on 
through the fertile Chostcr Valley, pissing 
Downington, the furnaces of Coatesvillc, and 
Lancaster,, the home of Thadeus Stevens, to the 
famed city of Harrisburg, where congregate an- 
nually idl the purity and wisdom of this State. 
Here we stop twenty minutes and take a cup of 
coflee, and perhaps some raw oysters, while a 
portion of mir train is being shitted on to the 
Cumberland Valley and Northern Central roads 
for Baltimore and other points in Maryland, and 
another portion of it on to the P. & E. road for 
Williaimport, JSlmlra, Niagara Falls, Erie, Corry, 
and the oil regions. This done, wo move again 
-^-over the Susqucbanua with its stony bottom, 
crossing on the long bridge of a dozen or more 
spans, we pass the Duncnnnon Nail Works, the 
products of which are helping to make secure 
the Ironies of many of our town*, ion, and now 
under the soft sky of approaching twilight, we 
enjoy a romantic ride along tlw bank of the blue 
.luuiatn, where, the muse tells us, •< wild roved 
the Indian girl, tl,e bright Alvarata." 
This 


stretch of 1,12 miles fromllarrisburgto Altoona, 
is a rid<- that would be replete" with enjoyment, 
except for the rapidity with which one is whirled 
along tlw winding banks of tire stream, tipping 
alternately to the right and left till one's hair 
stand* erect, exacting undivided attention in 
order to retain one's seat. 


Altoona, nt the foot of the Allegheny moun- 


tains oil the east, is the great workshop of the 
P. R. 11., and tliough entirely dependent for 
support upon the mechanical busipcs* of the 
company and its contingent branches, the town 
has grown' to' be a place' of .c^nsjderable sine. 
The must conspicuous object upon leaving the 
cor is the hotel, and as its bountiful tables 
ttftbrd the only opportunity for supper, although 
ate In the evening,.I. with the multitude of 
passengers, ate heartily, even at the risk of a 
sleepless night. Immediately upon leaving the 
town tl ie ascent, of the mountain is commenced. 


I have heard tliat until witliin n very few years 
the trains were drawu up by means of station- 
ary engine* placed on the summit, but recently 
the increased engiiwserlilg sklfl frf the railroad 
pioneers has provided a more speedy, if not less 
dangerouspatlt F<J!owinguptlK!iid«ofaiavin>s, 
and apparently ,kaplng across a fearful chasm 
while'on the top,of an embankment iSOfeet' 
high and only sufficiently wide to,bear the trade, 
we swing around the circle of the almost world? 
renowned horse-shoe on a curve no sharp tliat 
from a rear car you mistake the engine of your 
own train, i;ow coming directly toward you, to 
bo passing on another track. 


Tho eye is next attracted by tlie glare of 


iHimlxjrless coke tires, in such dose proximity 
ami covering so much ground as to convey tlie 
Impression tliat you are approaching a burning 
mountain, but you whiz by tliem and plunge, 
without warning, into the intensity of darkness, 
and passing through a mile of tunnel some 
hundreds of feet tinder tlie summit, stop to 
catch your breath and regain your composure 
in front of Mr, Mullen's ever hospitable liotel at 
Cresson. 


If you have the time to spare. I would advise 


you to stop here a fow days wliere you can lux- 
uriate in the mountain air and scenery with all 
tlie comforts around you to l>e found in a Con- 
tinental orv Fifth Avenue hotel. As my time' 
and means were bofli limited, I could but con- 
tinue iny ride the next hundred miles down tlw 
west side of the mountain, a gradual descent 
.along the winding course of the Conematigli, 
sometimes crossing tlie stream again and again, 
In''such quick succession that It seemed but a 
continuous bridge—past Conemaugh, Johns- 
town, and Grociisburg, all alive with tfires of 
tlie blast furnaces—you lire finally, by.tlie'odor 
of the great drove yards, notified tliat Pittsburg 
is at hand—that great, black, dirty city squatted 
down in the junction of the two rivers, where 
men do more business and handle mom money 
than anywhere else on this continent. For, bo 
it known thufr Pittsburg' bojists a greater average 
wealth to its population than any other'city— 
tlie furnaces utilizing tlio great iron hills of west- 
ern Pennsylvania,mid the mammoth stills 
drinking up the.Immense streams of petroleum 
.that gush from the wells of Warren and Venan- 
go counties in sncli quantities that it had no 
value till Pittsburg learned to convert the black 
pitchy liquid into a crystal light destined/'to 
illumine the world. The amount and character 
of the business is calculated to make Pittsburg- 
ers a self-satisfied people, and conscious tlmt, 
they aro/tlio.peers of tho world they go along in 
the smoke and diiI,'hard-working, energetic, 
but cordial -and whole-souled, a -type of business 
men lind a model of a well-rounded, social com- 
munity.

The city proper is mainly devoted to business 


and the .homes of the laboring .population. Bir- 
mingham, across the Monohguheia, Aliegliaiiy 
City, over tho.Ajlcghany river, both connected 
by a number of.substantial bridges, tho first of 
itself a city o;' furnaces, the other supplying the 
residences of those more favored in the distribu- 
tion of this world's goods. The latter, contains 
the Western' penitentiary, '••«' State institution 
and the counterpart of the Eastern peniten- 
tiary iu Philadelphia. ' It is alreudy provided 
with a generous park, which Is about to be en- 
larged many fold- by .tho addition' of several 
hundred acres, and extensive plans are being 
adopted for its improvement.

S. H. Miller of Mercer County, on taking the 


chair as temporary chairman, oxiiressed the hope 
that harmony and concord would nmrk thodellbcr- 
ationiiof the Convention. The success of • tlio-parry 
in tlie campaign last year was clue to unity more 
than to anything else; It was no less necessary now, 
though this was nn off year in politics. The party 
still had 11 great mission hcfore it and important on- 
jects to accomplish, which" could'be done, bynobtlicr 
party «»well. It was the verciict clothe nation that 
the work the! Bepubllcftiw hud dono/Jind been well 
clone. ,-.Mr. Miller, closed:'with an eulogy on Grrint 
and Hartranft—the latter the noblest man who ever 
hold the office of Governor .in till* Commonwealth. 
This statement was received with tremendous ap- 


TliB usual com mlttccs were appointed, and also one 
consisting of one member • from each Senatorial Dis- 
trict, to whom alt resolution* should bo IBJ'crrcd with- 
out reading. The resolution providing for this com- 
mittee provided aim that the resolutions submitted 
by the committee to the Convention should be voted 
on without debate. This effectually excluded the 
salary question in any other tlian the form iii which 
it had already been determined by the leaders that 
it should be presented. At 1p.m. the Convention 
took a recCm to enable the uommittcca to complete 
their work, aud a little later it adjourned oneliour 
tbr dinner. 


During the recess a dlsputch from Pittsburgh was 


circulated,among; the delegate* to the effect that 
The JWcjjropftofthat city, aUopublican sheet, edi- 
torially denounced the nomination of. Judge Paxson, 
and declared that If he was foisted upon the people 
by the corrupt1 politicians of-.PhUadelphia it would 
not^ support him, This did not render tha Paxson 
I>arty more eheorfu^, aa it appeared to hare an in- 
fluence upon some of the Western delegates whom 
they hoped to obtain as allies on a second choice. 


When the Convention reassembled, Judge Olin- 


stead, on taking the chair as permanent Chairman, 
made a brief address. He did lio't propone to discuss 
the questions'of the coming camp nlgn, but to point 
to the record of tho jwrty ; it had saved the co'unfry 
from Hie deepest disgrace, and had written its prin- 
clpjcH on the Constitution of the nation. 'He prom- 
ised the largest liberty of discussion in the Conven- 
tion, arid urged cheerful acquiescence in the will of 
the majority. 


The reading of the resolutions was postponed until 


after the completion of the nominations, in order to 
allow members to lca\c town. 'For State Treasurer, 
R. W. Mackny, S. Henry and G. T. Huff were put In 
nomination, but the last was withdrawn. Maclcay 
received 115 votes, and Henry 18; Mack ay's nom- 
ination was then made unanimous. For Judge of 
the Supreme Court, S. S. Blair, J. S. Gordon, Win. 
Hall, E. M. Paxson aud Win. Butler were nominated. 
Patson's name was received with stamping and 
cheers, which were redoubled at the mentloo of But- 
ler. The flrst vote stood Butler, 42; Gordon, 40; 
Paxson, 38; Hall. 7, and Blair, G—necessary to a 
choice, 64. The last two were withdrawn, and a 
second >ote was taken, resulting—Gordon, 47; Pax- 
son, 45; JUutler, 41. This hhowvd that the Hall and 
Blair men whom the Butler party had counted on 
had not come over to them. Gordon and Paxson had 
each gained seven votes, and Butler had lost one. 
The Paxson men now became cheerful for the Hret 
time, and oh tho next rota there was a ring of antic- 
ipated triumph as they shouted the name of their 
candidate. The fourth vote stood—Paxson. 40; Gor- 
don, 45; Butler, 38. Electioneering was now ac- 
tively carried on. and the Philadelphia party moved 
through the hall, using such arguments as they 
thought most effective. They gained some accessions 
from the Butler lpacty, who found tlieir fight was 
hopeless, but not more than were gained by Gordon, 
who alter filling off on the fifth vote to 41, steadily 
arose until he had M on tho eighth, when he led 
Paxson for tho flrst time; on tho ninth rote Butler 
men went over to Gordon in u body, raining his vote 
to ttt, Paxmn standing 51 and Butler 11.' It was ev- 
ident that the next'vote would settle the nomination, 
and a good deal of hard work wag done during the 
following few moments. Wm. Elliot of Philadelphia 
attempted to make a speech In favor of nominating 
a candidate from the East, but was hissed down and' 
called to order. The 10th and last vote stood: Gor- 
don, 77; Faxson, 48; Butler, 5, and Judge Gordon 
WAS declared nominated. The result WM a surprise 
to the Convention, but seemed hardly lens gratifying 
to the friends of Butler than to those of Gordon, who, 
next to victory for themselves, they desired the de- 
feat of Judge Paxson. The Philadelphia delegates 
looked an if thoroughly disgusted. Fifteen rfcolu- 
tioittwere then read and an additional resolution, 
reported by the Committee, expressing regret at the 
retirement of Chief Justice Becd from the Supreme 
Bench of the State, was also adopted, M well a* a 
resolution authorizing the candidates nominated and 
the President of tho Convention to appoint a chair-; 
man of the'State Central Committee. The •Con- 
vention then adjourned tint die. '

Ano"icr sj»ccies of the wild cherry some bota- 


liisl« luivc - named primim wrotiwt, or choke 
flurry. It is a small tiee or shrub, piefeiring 
rk'li, moist soils In (he Not them and Eastern 
States, producing »claik ml, globular and astrin- 
gent, fruit—liarin,; about tlio same size as the 
wild black cherry. 
This choke clieny is highly 


mtrcmcd by children as well ns birds. 


Th<! wild red cherry, or bird cherry, wn» 


named by Liumuus 1'rtmun Pcnsylraitica, is 
found from Siukntrlmwun to Virginia, in Cana- 
da, N«w England, and the North-Western States, 
to tix; northern part of the ISocky Mountains. 
Tills tree nourishes best in the open field, at- 
Ulns only a moderate sl/.c, and iias a reddish 
bark, maikc<J with vliito dots. The fruit Is a 
Midi globular berry, bright red, and is sliarply 
•eld. .Both birds and boys devour the berries, 
though tlic latter do not admire their flavor as 
they do that of choke cherries. 


Torrey describes a tree which he calls tlie 


OaraUrM cljcrry (ccicuu« (Jaroliniantt). 
It 


flourishes on the river banks, of South Carolina, 
Florida, Louisiana and Arkansas, attaining the 
height of 80 to 50 feet. T!.e leaves of this spc- 
dcfl contain much prussir ocid, and cattle feed- 
Ing on tiiem hi tlic spring of thc year, aie fre- 
quently killed.

From nn analysis by Dr. Stephen Piocter, llic 


- wUd cheny bark is proved* to contnh: starch, 


raaln, Unuin, gallic acid, fatty mutter, Iignin, 
Wd coloring matter, salts of lime and potossa, 
and Iron. He also obtained a \olatllo oil, asso- 
dated will' prussSc or hydrocyanic acid. Only 
two drops of this oil proved fatal to n cat in less 
than flve minutes. Not tlic leaves cf tlie Caro- 
lina cherry only, but also those of our most 
Common wild block cherry, contain much of this 
poisonous acid. Doubtless Ayer's " cherry ]*>c- 
tontl" derives ifs lir-allng jnopcrtics from the 
•amcsource. Di. Ebcale found copious draughts 
of tlte cold infusion of tho cheny bark, taken 
•eveml times a day, and continued for ncaily 
two weeks, to reduce his pulse from seventy-live 
to fifty strolls in tlio minute. Some of our 
most eminent physicians extol the virtues of the 
dicrry bark, and have found it very useful in 
the hectic fever <•>( consumption and in. the va- 
rious grades of intermittent fever.

\Ve arc now in tlie midst of the floral season 


when the later blooming spring-sown annuals 
require little or no further cure, and arc gcner- 
Onsly repaying for attention bestowed, with the 
gorgeous diversity of tlieir blooms; and now, 
those who fake au interest in a continued suc- 
cession Uic year round, aie at liberty to with- 
draw their attention fiom tlie.se, and bestow it 
npon such as they may design to cultivate for 
the fall border and for Avinter window display. 


For those who have icsencd provisional 


«paco or secured the same by removal of eaily 
Hovering annuals, to occupy with such hauly 
and half-hardy perennials and biennials as will 
ensure a succession tlnough the fall and winter 
Seasons, to be cultivated from seeds and slips, 
the writer may be allowed to name as favorites 
ft few varieties which collectively aflbrd a very 
pleasing diversify of show, all of which it is 
wow jtttt about the time to make ready their 
forthcoming. ' Among haitly perennials, ami of 
easy culture, which aflbrd a pleasing assem- 
blage, may be mentioiwiJ, (1), Hocky Mountain 
columbine, (which, although usually to be sown 
In tl» spring,) with care may be now propa- 
gated, especutliy with the view to its removal

You have but to di" their 
roots with a little ucst of ficndly earth, and 
plant them under bushes or dense trees tilhou 
are ready to leave yom uountrv rest; thon once 
more liftod in their clod of native soil, wrap 
them about with cloth, and on the cars or 
steamboats ha\o thorn kopt in a dark place, and 
who Mic\ are repkntocl in tlu> jardiniere and 
watOicd they do not even droop for a nHrt.

Do >ou know about " spattcnvork ?" A sireat 


number of ferns—all perfect specimens—are 
needed for this. Yon must have a smooth 
board, upon which pin with lino sharp liitle 
English pins a shoot of writing paper. Over 
this spread whatever material you wish to ini- 
printr—pal<--tinted ribbons for scarfs or bow s: 
book-muslin for tidies (to be lined afterwards 
with silk); merino for opera cJoaks, and white 
velvet (or velveteen) for brackets. Then place 
in wreaths or groups, as your fancy directs, the 
fresh gathered, or ironed ferns, intei-mindcd 
with such leaves as maples and oak, rose 
leaves, and clovers in trios or quintets. Pin 
them down through cloth and paper fast to the 
board, with the tiniest sharp pins. Have vour 
saucer ready of wet India ink; dip into it deli- 
cately a bmsh (of the tooth order) and rub 
over the teeth of a comb upon jour work the 
fine spray or "spatter" of paic or dark ink, so 
leaving the space covered by the leave? in sta- 
tuesqe white. Afterwards, 'if yon please, you 
can vein tlie leaves, pencil thc outline or shade 
them slightly to give relief. There is oppor- 
tunity for some "artistic feeling" in this sort of 
fancy work, for which just now there is quite a 
rage, especially for thc brackets, as the spattered 
velvet, when nicely mounted to uphold a vase 
of flowers or some favorite porcelain type, lus 
a peculiarly soft and ricJi eflect.

We desire to call attention to the mounte- 


banks who travel around the country to exhibit 
their non-explosive oils. They show that it is 
impossible to explode their particular brand, and 
they give as a reason Unit it has boon treated 
with certain chemicals in a way to remove all 
danger. Nobody pietends that naptha, alcohol, 
ether, and the like, aie explosive. They can be 
lighted and burned quietly and in thc most 
mpllunsivo manner It is only when mixed 
w ith tho oxygen Of tlw air that an explosive 
compound \b produced, and this part of the ex- 
pcnment is naturally omitted by the exhibitor 
It requires considetabJe skill to prepare just the 
right mixture of light oilj and air lo insure suc- 
cess, and it is under corn- of this difficulty that 
the dealers in adulterated oils escape detection. 
Untoi Innately, just tho projwr mixture is some- 
times tormcd in l.-wjis fis Hie. oil is exhausted, 
and the tatal explosion lakes ptaeo. The num- 
ber ol accidents from the bursting of lamns is 
very small, and it is not the question of explo- 
sion that should attract (he most attention. 


15y Jar I lie gi eater number of deaths and losses 


by lire have arisen from tho ignition of the 
amps or cans, eithei fiom thc breaking of u 
lamp or some careless handling of the peholoum 
—Mic ignited fluid spreading over the clothinc 
ol the peison, or on the floor, is what docs the 
damage. It ought to be. umloislood that there 
is no chemical that will make an oil safe; the 
pateius and claims on this subject arc sheer 
impositions. The only w ay to make oil safe is 
by distillation, that is, removing from it all oil 
or naptha tlial AY ill take lire below 110 do-rees 
1- ahrenheit. 
Vny oil that can bo lighted on ifs 


smfUcc by a match, and will bum without a 
wick, is unsafe. Sperm oil, rape seed oil, and 
UuMotinod pctioleum can be poured upon the 
floor and a match applied, but they will not 
burn; it is necessary to heat them to a high 
point before any vapor Yirill come off that will 
lake (tic from a taper and continue to burn. 
Any oil, that, when pomed into a saucer, will 
lake fire liom a match and continue to burn is 
alcohol docs, is unsafe, and ought to be dis- 
carded at once. Such an oil contains volatile 
compounds which can give rise to explosive 
vai>ors, and if the lamp breaks may occasion thc 
most dangerous burns. 
We must, therefore, 


warn all Bisons from using such oils about 
then' prejulscs.

Rugby, alter speaking of those who zealously 
cultivate inferior poAveiy of mind, said of such 
a pupil, "I would stand to that man hat in 
hand." He once spoke s!i rply to a dull boy, 
who lephed: « Why do you speak ungiily si. ? 
Indeod, I am doing the best 1 can." LV -Vruold 
said he never so felt a rebuke in his life. 


Sir Isaac Newton was a pronounced dunce 


in lus o-'" school days. He stood low iu his 
classes ana seemed to have no iclisli for study. 
One clay the "bright boy" of Ihe school gave 
him a kick m the stomach, which caused him 
severe pain. Tlie insult stung young Newton 
to the quick, and he resohed to make himself 
felt and respected by improved scholarship. He 
applied himself resolutely to study, and ere 
ong stood m his classes above the toy Avlio had 
kicked him. and ultimately became the first 
scholar in the school. Newton owed his pre- 
eminence in Ins philosophical studies more to 
perseverance and application than to any mar- 
velous natuial endowments. 


Oliver Goldsmith, than w horn no boy could

He had imde 
no progress in the exact studios, but liked his-, 
ory and Latin poetry. He was a sore trial to 
lus ambitious mother, who made many fruitless 
eflorts to quicken his wits by her slurp words. 
His relatives, teachers and schoolmates all told 
him that Ho was a fool, which rerttot ho did 
not dispute, but took it good Immoredlv. Even 
when lie had produced the "Traveler" an 
eminent critic said to a friend, "Sir, Idob'e- 
leve that Goldsmith wrote that poem/and that, 
let me tell you is believing a great deal."

CAPE MAY. 


The Millionaires at the Sea-Side. 


A con«spondent of the TS 
Tew York Tfemlil, 


in a recent letter from Cape Slay, gives the fol- 
lowing description of some of thc leading busi- 
ness men that nre at present sojoui ing at that 
point, the names of some of whom art not un- 
familiar to our readers. 


Let us look for a moment at a groun In the 


great oflice of Congress Hall. Nearly every 
inan in it is of Quaker stock. There Is John 
Hopkins, cf straight Quaker pat outage, de- 
scended from those llopkinses of South Hivcr, 
t6 whom George Fox paid finquent visits. He 
is richer than the lords proprietors of Maryland, 
richer than Jerome Bonaparte who man led his 
townswoman, and the richest native of the 
Chesapeake county. Twenty millions is his 
pile: lor now, with so muck leverage, he can 
turn a new million quicker than ho could turn 
a dollar in old days when ho came to Baltimore 
a grocer, and steadily increased his importations 
ot cotlee until half the Southwest may have 
been said to diink from his cup. The little 
grain of collee, which is unions* the smallest of 
seeds, has become a gioat troc.'and the birds of 
the air alight in tlie branches thereof. Con- 
stant, judicious, profitable money lending WHS 
the use Mr. Hopkins put IKS earnings to. After 
ho had becomo a banker and veiy lich, John 
W. Garrelt, ^liOsu .son stands there by Hop- 
kins' side, btill hale, red-diced, gallant, of long 
limb and tibic, and over six feet his;h, this man 
of scventy-ciijlit, -who has arranged his woiklly 
allairs by gifts of live millions in amount to 
Baltimore city, seems destined yet to be with us 
many years. "All great men in (ho Middle 
{states are of Quaker extraction," said a phi- 
losopher: trace up the line and you'll find 
broad-biim at the other end." 


Beside Hopkins is another man, very notable, 


when we consider the relative opportunities of 
his town and state, Samuel L. Hail.ui, of Wil- 
mington, Delaware, as pioneer iioii ship build- 
er. Two quiet Quaker mechanics v, ore Uurlan 
and Hollingsworth, who met in Philadelphia, 
intermarried, and made- a partnership on the 
Cluistiana side, giving that little, river such im- 
portance in the course of years that Pacific Mail 
steamships are launched on its tiny flood. 
Quaker-looking, mild, tmag£>roasUe, ILirlan ex- 
emplifies the virtues of method, frugality and 
simplicity combined v, ith enteiprise. 


There, in the group, is John Iluhnc. a stanch- 


er, heatier, more aggressive man, and also veiy 
rich. He has a national reputation us the men- 
dacious and non-concurring stockholder in the 
Pennsylvania railroad. He was a Pliiladel- 
phian, who removed to Louisville and made a 
fortune there in fhe digging of a canal and in 
other ways. Bold, incisive and irrepressible, lie 
attacked the policy of Thompson and Scott, 
while a director in tlieir ro.id, for supporting as 
a parasite institution, the White Star tiist freight 
lide, which had been fostered by the officers 
until it has got to be, perhaps, the largest stock- 
holder in the company. Harlan and Hulinc are 
both inillioimaires. So is William P. Potts, 
iron merchant, beside them, who has thc 
Quaker in the stock and has three million* of 
accumulations. 


In this group is (he son of a railroad presi- 


dent worth twelve millions. Overworked, over- 
fed, perhaps sedentary ami of an apopletic tem- 
perament. John W. Garrett has gout' to En- 
rope in put suit of rest and tlic wealth of all 
wealths, health. lie is the president of a trunk 
railroad which dhides with the New York Cen- 
tral the fullest confidence of business ciities,

CniCKEX SALAD. 


Weil fattened chickens of medium size, tender 


and delicate, make better salad than large over- 
grown ones. Put them on to cook in the morn- 
ing and save thc water they are boiled in for 
soup. When cold remove the skin and cut the 
flesh m pieces the size you prefer. Some like 
the meat very coarse—others choose it quite 
fine. I his is entirely a mattor of taste. When 
cut up throw over the dish a towel slHitlv 
damped to keep the meat from drying. Take 
ihe best celery you can get and cut it just the 
size you wish. The "fancy cooks" cut both 
celery and chicken in bits about one-half incli 
long and half an inch thick; but we think the 
salad bettor cut finer. When the celery is cut 
put it between clean cloths to dry petfectly, and 
then prepare the dressing. 


For diessing two chickens take three-fourths 


of a bottle oi the purest salad oil, two scant 
table spoonfuls of the best mustard, the yolks 
of two raw egge and of twelve hard-boiled ones. 
Put the eggs to be boiled in a saucepan of cold 
water, over ajuick fire; bring to a boil and let 
them boil hard ten minutes; then drop them in 
cold. When cool remove the shells. Break the 
raw^eggs and drop the yolks into a dish large 
enough to make all tha dressing in it; beat 
them, stirring tlie same way for ten minutes: 
then slowly add the mustard, mix it with the 
eggs thoroughly, then add a teaspoonful of the 
best vinegar, and when this is well-mixed add 
the oil, a drop at a time, stirring constantly and 
always th« same way, then nib the yolks of tbe 
hard-boded eggs very smooth, and stir in lightly 
a teacup of vinegar and pour it slowly into the 
hrst mixture and stir it together as light as pos- 
sible M-ith a silver fork. Now season the chicken 
and celery with salt and pepper and „ soon 
ready for use pour on the dressing.
